REDUCE PASSENGER TRAINS 


Mr. George D. Dixon, Vice Presi- 


dent in Charge of Traffic of the Penn- 
sylvania 
Railroad Company, today 


made the following announcement. 


To conform with the recommenda- 


;ions of the Railroads' War Board, 
ssued from Washington, D. C., and 
calling upon all lines to readjust 
their services with a view to conserv- 
ng fuel supply and increasing capa- 
;ity for moving coal, food, Govern- 
ment material and troops, the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad will, in the near 
future, put into effect a general, and 
quite extensive, revision of its pas- 
senger train schedules. The final de- 
tails are now being worked out and 
will be announced to the 
public 


promptly upon completion. 


In the meantime, we wish to ex- 


plain, as clearly as possible, the pur- 
poses that we are seeking to accom- 
plish and the conditions which have 
made it inevitable that we should 
take this step. 


At the outset, vre desire to empha- 


size the fact that the object sought 
is not financial economy or an in- 
crease in net revenues. 
In. reality, 


a sacrifice in revenues will result. 


The economies which we are en- 


deavoring to effect are physical and 
are being devised for the sole pur- 
pose of increasing, as much as possi- 
ble, the amount of transportation ser- 
vice, of the most urgently necessary 
kinds, that can be rendered to the 
Government and the public with the 
railroad plant that is at our dispos- 
al. 


In brief, we are attempting two 


things: First, to increase immediate- 
ly the movement of such freight as 
foodstuffs and other necesaries of 
life; second, to clear our lines for 
the prompty handling of Government 
supplies and troops, which must 
shortly be transported 
on a large 


scale. 


As our lines, terminals and locomo- 


tives are now being used to the max- 
imum of their capacity, the only way 
in which we can provide for the in- 
creased Government traffic, and for 
the freer movement of perishable 
and other necessary freight, is to re- 
duce the number of passenger train 
units that are being operated over 
the railrod. 
This will release both 


trackage and engines for other forms 
of service. We shall endeavor to ac- 
complish this purpose in the follow- 
ing ways: 


1. 
By consolidating 
passenger 


trains 
wherever 
practicable, thus 


making one train unit serve the pur- 
pose of two or more. 


2. 
By the entire elimination, in 


some cases, of trains on which the 
patronage is very small.

3. By reducing the number of res- 


taurant cars, and in no case operating 
more than, one restaurant car on a 
train. 


4. By reducing the number of par- 


lor and sleeping cars, and by decreas- 
ing or possibly discontinuing, the use 
of Club and observation cars. 


We exp.ect, through these means, 


to cut down, the movement of passen- 
ger trains, on our Lines East of Pitts- 
burgh, by a total of about 
6,000 


train-miles per day.

GERMANY HAS NEW FOE 


War Declared by Tavolara, Smallest 


Republic in World 


Paris, June 4, 1917—The Republic 


of Tavolara, the world's smallest na- 
tion, has declared war on Germany 
and Austria. The new adversary of 
the Teutonic Powers is a small island 
situated north east of Sardinia 
It is 


about five miles long by three wide 
and rises abruptly out of the sea to 
an altitude of half a mile. 


Tavolara was known to the Ro- 


mans as Bucina and was famed for 
its pearl fisheries. Until 1882 it was 
an absolute monarchy, the last fi.n - 
ereign being Paul I. Upon his dexMi 
a revolution made the island a re- 
public, under the protection of Italy. 
The republic has a president, who is 
elected for a term of 10 years. Wo- 
men have been given the right to 
vote.

JESUS CRUCIFIED. 


LESSON TEXT—Jo^n 19:16-22. 25-30. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Christ died for our 


sins.—I Cor. 15:3. 


"We are compelled to omit a consider- 


ation of that dark, despicable trial in 
Pilate's judgment hall. Pilate's weak- j 
kneed subservience to custom and the 
cry of the politician is one of the black- 
est pages in history. His scourging of t 
the man whom he, himself, declared 
innocent, is practically without paral- j 
lei. After the mocking and the scourg- ] 
ing, Pilate said unto the people, Be- 
hold the man" (v. 5), and later in sar- 
casm he said to the same people, "Be- 
hold your king" (v. 14). 
Teachers 


should emphasize at the beginning and 
all through this lesson that Jesus 
suffered and died for the sins of all 
men, ours as well as those of his own 
day. 


I. The 
Crucifixion of Jesus (vv. 


16-22). It was about nine o'clock in 
the morning when Pilate gave his infa- 
mous order that Jesus should be cru- 
cified. It was indeed a sorrowful pro- 
cession which moved itself along the 
"Via Dolorosa" (the Sorrowful Way), 
consisting of the Roman soldiers, the 
tottering, physically exhausted man of 
Galilee, and, Luke adds, "sorrowing 
women." They took him to the place 
of a skull, a hill about sixty feet high, 
at the foot of \\hieh was the rock- 
hewn sepulcher in which his body was 
later laid. The place was called in 
Hebrew "Golgotha," the Aramaic for 
skull. Calvary is the Latin for the 
same. 
On either side of him were 


crucified the robbers, which was an 
evident effort to add to his shame as 
well as a salutary warning to the Pass- 
over pilgrims. Over the cross Pilate 
wrote a title on a wooden tablet. Fol- 
lowing the usual custom, this was 
nailed at the head of Jesus, setting 


j forth his crime. The words it bore 


were, "Jesus of Nazareth, King of the 
Jews," as though Pilate would take 
malicious revenge upon the mob which 
had made him perform a deed he had 
sought to avoid. Literally this sign 
meant "This man is the kingliest of 
all Jews, and see what they have done 
to him." In response to Pilate's ques- 
tioning, Jesus said, "I am the King of 
the Jews." Pilate knew that he was 
innocent and sought to let him go free, 
but rather than incur the hatred of_the

party to the murder of the Son of God. 
Men today take a part in his cruci- 
fixion rather than surrender wholly 
to him, and pay the price of open con- 
fession. "They crucified him." 
How 


those words hud the pride of men in 
the dust. Human nature" is the same 
today as it was two thousand years 
ago when the world's bitterest hate 
was wreaked not upon a bad man but 
upon the best man, the perfect man, 
the God-man. 
The pain Jesus suf- 


fered on Calvary was no imagination. 
He suffered it all for us (Isa. 53:6), 
but the physical suffering was not the 
most severe agony he bore (Ps. 69:20; 
Matt. 27:46). The crucifixion of Jesus 
was part of the eternal purposes of 
God's love and redemption. 


II. The World's Darkest Hour (vv. 


23-30). Each of the Gospel writers re- 
fers to the part the soldiers took in 
casting lots for his garments. They 
were 
unconsciously 
fulfilling 
the 


prophecy of Psnlm 22:18, and it was 
from their number that one of the su- 
preme testimonies to the character of 
Christ came (See Matt. 27-54). The 
first throe evangelists tell us of the 
throng of pilgrims who passed along 
the highway from the north, close at 
hand, and ^ho wagged their heads in 
Imitation and mockery of the agony 
of ~.the one who was being crucified. 
But there were others who were spec- 
tators of this event, a group of Christ 
lovers (v. 25). 


"It is finished." These are remark- 


able words. He had finished his suf- 
fering; he had finished <.hat for which 
he came into the world when he be- 
gan his ministry; he had finished the 
mission for \\hich his father had sent 
him into the world; he had finished 
and fulfilled the prophecies concern- 
ing his suffering and death; he had 
^completed the work of the redemption; 
the atonement was finished, and Sa- 
tan's power -was finished; the Mosaic 
law was finished as far as its claims 
upon the believer -\\ere concerned 
(Rom. 
10:4; Col. 2:13 ; Eph. 2:15 and 


[ 16). Outwardly it seemed to be Sa- 


tan's supreme hour. It was the world's 
darkest hour. 


The seven last words. These would 


be an interesting study for any class. 
(1) "Father forgive them for they 
know not what they do;" (2) "Today 
thou shalt be with me in Paradise." 


(3) "Woman, behold thy son ; (4) "My 


God, my God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?" (5) "I thirst;" (6) "It is fin- 
ished ;" (7) "Father into thy hands I 
commit my spirit." Christ had power 
to lay down his life. He had power to 
take it up again, but he laid it down, 
submitting to a burial in the tomb. 
At that moment note the effect upon 
the mnlefactor, upon the centurion, up- 
on the elements of cloud and sky, up- 
on the vei> of the temple, upon tho 
people and upon his friends. What 5s 
the effect of this story upon yourself, 
teachers, nnd upon those who are lis- 
tening to your instruction?

No Danger 
of 
Overproduction 


This Year—Dean Mumford. 


Any Surplus Which American Farmers 


Can Produce Will Be Quickly Ab- 


sorbed by Hungry People of 


England and France. 


While the farmer is being urged to 


greater and greater production, he 
naturally considers the possibility of 
overproduction. 
Many farmers in 


the state have advanced this question. 
According to Dean F. B. Mumford in 
the Missouri College of Agriculture, 
overproduction is exceedingly improb- 
able this year. It has been agreed that 
this country's part in the war will be 
largely to supply food. 
"Our food 


resources have been depleted by ship- 
ments to Europe and by several poor 
crop years," said Dean Mumford re- 
cently, "and now with unrestricted ex- 
port to the allies, the' small reserve 
which we have will be further de- 
creased. 
Any surplus which 
the 


American farmers can produce will be 
quickly absorbed at war-time prices. 
Millions of people in England, France 
and other countries at war with the 
German powers are in need of food. 
They must have food not only for 
their civilian population but for their 
armies. 
They are too busy fighting to 


provide that food themselves. It then 
behooves the United States to supply 
food. 
"But it is not alone for the allies 


that we must produce maximum crops. 
If we should have a poor crop year 


i throughout the country, our own peo- 
ple may actually suffer. 


"If Germany is able to continue the 


ruthless 
submarine warfare unhin- 


dered, some food will be lost on its 
way to Europe. 
Consequently the 


losses will tend toward a further short- 
age and to absorb any surplus even if 
there were danger of overproduction." 


What would happen if peace should 


come --within the next few weeks?. 
Would not the markets be glutted? 
In answer to these questions. Dean 
Mumford said: 
"It is doubtful if 


there will be a great decrease in the 
demand for food immediately following 
the war. With commerce restored, 
every nation which is now at war 
will become a market place for Amer- 
ican farm produce. Those countries 
have no food reserve left and they 
will turn to the United States to fur- 
nish food during reconstruction, and 
until they can feed themselves." ' 


As an example of the actual scarcity 


of food in America, Dean Mumford 
cites the condition of wheat: "In 1915 


I the United States produced 10 bush- 


I els of wheat per capita; in 1916 we 
produced 6 bushels per capita, but 
used 6 1-3 bushels for seed and ordi- 
nary consumption and exported 2% 
bushels per capita. The present condi- 
tion of wheat in the United States is 
63 per cent of a normal crop. 
This 


is 23 per cent below the average for 
the last ten years. 
The condition in 


Missouri is even worse—59 as com- 
pared with the 15-year average of 85 
per cent. The latest reports are that 
the world crop of wheat is far below 
average." 
Other foods are corre- 


spondingly scarce.

PACK CHICKENS FOR MARKET 


Methods Recommended by Specialists 


of Agricultural Department— 


Chill Every Fowl. 


Poultry packers are iirged by the 


specialists of the agricultural depart- 
ment to give unusual attention to pro 
paring and packing birds for ship- 
ment, particularly if the weather is 
mild. The following methods are rec 
ommended: 


1. Keep the holding batteries fo) 


your incoming stock clean, well aired 
and free from vermin, and see that 
the chickens have plenty of fresh wa 
ter and plenty to eat. 


2. Don't kill a chicken when th« 


crop is full of feed. Give the chicker 
only water for 24 hours before it ii 
killed.

6. Chill every dressed bird until the 


body temperature is below 35 degrees 
F. Never pack or ship an impcrfectlj 
chilled bird. 
More decay is due to 


imperfect chilling than to any othei 
single factor in dressing. Dry chill, ii 
possible. 
Chickens cooled in watei 


lose flavor, decay sooner, will not cold 
store as satisfactorily as dry-chilled, 
and are in every way more undesir- 
able on the market. Refrigerator cars 
will carry well-chilled goods in good 
condition, but they cannot chill warm 
goods to a sufficiently low tempera- 
ture. ' 
7. Pack in boxes or small kegs 


whenever possible. 
A large barrel 


makes an undesirable package, be 
cause where poultry is packed in large 
masses the weight of the upper layers 
crushes the birds at the bottom. 


8. Line all packages with parch 


ment paper and cover the top of the 
'poultry before the lid is put on. 


9. Wrap every head In suitable pa- 


per so that blood from one bird wil' 
not mar the appearance of another. 


10. Use only good refrigerator cars 


and see that they are in good order 
Ice and salt the car 24 hours before 
loading. The car, at the end of 24 
hours should show a temperature be 
low 40 degrees F. at a point four feel 
above the floor and between the doors

HORSE-RADISH IS GOOD CROP 


Excellent Variety Discovered by Ex- 


plorer of United States Depart- 


ment of Agriculture. 


An excellent new variety of horse- 


radish was discovered by the United 
States Agricultural Explorer David 
Fairchilds in Bohemia, a few years 
ago. 
Cuttings from this planted in 


April will produce fine large roots for 
grating the following October, and if 
left in the ground until spring, will 
grow to very large size. It is white

dnd of excellent quality. 
Horse-rad- 


ish grows on almost any kind of soil, 
*nd will stand the dry weather as well 
as potatoes. In planting horse-radish, 
fit the soil the same as for strawber- 
ries, and cultivate the same as any 
other garden crop. 


Many persons plant horse-radish in 


eome out-of-the-way spot and dig a 
piece of the root as often as needed, 
leaving the fragments of roots in the 
Boil to grow for further use. 
This 


method results in having nothing but 
tough, stringy roots, very unlike the 
product of a properly planted and well 
cared for bed. The best roots are those 
planted in the spring at the time of 
setting early cabbage, and dug as late 
the same fall as the weather will per- 
mit. 
It becomes therefore, an annual 


crop.

The yield and quality of many veg- 


etables can be increased by pruning 
and pinching off center buds, thus 
throwing the energy of the plants to 
the formation and ripening of fruit. 


With muskmelons and cantaloupes I 


always pinch off the center bud of the 
main vine when it reaches a length of 
four or five feet, says a writer. Cu- 
cumbers are treated in a like manner. 
Such treatment results in increased 
size of the fruit and a hastening of 
maturity. 
For the same reason the 


ends of pole and lima bean vines are 
pinched off when they reach a height 
}f six feet. 


Tomato vines expected to yield an 


?arly crop are pruned severely. 
But 


three stalks are allowed to develop, all 
side shoots being pinched off as soon 
is they begin to form. The three stalks 
are firmly supported by a stake four 
Ceet in height. 


When the vines reach the top of the 


stake the center bud is pinched out. 
This stops height growth and throws 
all the energy of the v^e to the de- 
veloping and ripening of fruit already 
set. By following this method I have 
abtained as high as 40 fine, perfect 
tomatoes from a single plant

Committees of the

and the 
House of

have agreed upon the appropriations 
for the State Highway Department 
for the next two years, with the re- 
sult that a substantial reduction in 
the original budget is contemplated. 
As introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the bill made an appropri- 
ation of twelve million dollars for 
State Highway construction in town- 
ships 
and two million 
dollars for) 


State Highway construccion in boro- 
ughs. 
These items have been reduc- 


ed to seven million dollars for the 
construction of State Highways in 
boroughs and townships. 


The 
State 
aid appropriation 
of 


three million dollars, as originally 
planned, has been reduced to two 
million dollars. 


The item of five hundred thousand j 


dollars for the purchase or condem- 
nation of turnpikes remains unchang 
ed and the township Donus for earth 
roads, which is disbursed through 
the 
State Highway Department, is 


substantially the same as in the origi- 
nal bill.

Highway 
Commissioner, 


Frank B. Black expresses some dis- 
appointment over the proposed cut 
in the items covering construction 
and points out the fact that the sum 
contemplated would build only 350 
miles of improved roads during the 
next two years, 
leaving the State
